Ths plana and s^ctiona sybmittad herewith ahows the heights, deptha 
and various dunenaiona of tha work and the aamo was accuratajy followed 
Uy tho oOfilnaer and auper intends nt of conaiiructlon during tJia proceat 
of oraction. All work wae done by day's labor under the personal auper- 
vltlon of a canpQtcnt aupflrlrttondant, oitcopt the 1 ayine of ths stone, 
*nien tfat dona by contract, and the Jattor work was car-jfuiJy inspected 
ajid paasad upon as the same waa dona. All atone, cetn.^nt and sand and 
othtjr auppliea and matoriala of whatsoever kind was bought and provided 
by tha ownara. This method of doing the work wae aijl-jcted by the ownera 
in ordiir that all natarials might be of the best quality and that the 
ut-most cara might be exorclasd m tha perforwanca of the work. 

No apoclf icat jone m regular form vae^ prepared since none were 
deamad nsctiaaary to the proper execution of the v/ork under the eyetam 
hers adopted, so that it is not pogalblo to file the eacie with the plana. 
In place thereof tho following doacription has b^on made and prepared 
hy thd engineer to c]*iarJy aet forth the character and quality of the 
work. Proper crlba and coffordam waa conatruoted abovo ajid around tha 
original breaJc In the dam, turning tha water of the river through tha 
hsad <;ates. A proper dam waa also built across thd rivar below the 
work and thu wat^r waa pisnped down aufflciently to etpose the bed of th^ 
rivar on the line of the dan>. Necassary excavations were made and a 
botton sultabli2 for the purpoaa and approved by the consulting anglnaer 
wae obtained. Lavsla wert^ taken and recorded and plan submitted waa 
drawn corrdspondlne to the dapth of tha worlc.

All loosa and 
ahakon rock and other material was ramovod frctn the end of the neiw work 
to the opposite bank of the rlvar and a plabfom oorpsspondlng in »ldth 
and charactei* was built in front of the old dam to receive the proposed 
apron.

Hunng the yoar 1900, the county repaid the carmonwealth on account 
of the eonatructlon of state highways, the aum of $7,72^.19, snaiclnfi in 
all that haa been so expended the aum of $30, Ml .62, and the aum of 
110,431 ,GC is due the comnonwijaHh trcsa the county. 

The ajnoujit of axperditura upon the several county bulldlngi for 
re fair B and furnlshlncs durln^s thd year of 1900 amounted to 16,747.55. 
13,523.32 of thlt amount was for repairs, which were done by day work.

Thia was objected to lay the respondent a, and 
ft hearing of the parties wae had, Kov. 5, 1898, at Boston, The request 
<m9 granted, and a time sat for the hearings 

Dooenaj^r 9th, 1639, the city Solicitor Informed the CoimH sal oners of 
a chan(S« of adirinis'>rat*lon in the olty^ and that the Ma:/ or elect, did 
not-doslrc the hearins se^ for *-ha 22d of December 1899, but that the 
umtter be continued.

ehouH bt: desired and for clo^lne thB natter up. I oonforred with Judge 
Loni; in roforanca th^rato and he kindly aasanted to tha delay. 

I now wieh to Btatc t.ha^ tHe city has no objection wlatover to your 
making your report, on the contrary wouM prefer that tho report be 
irade at aa .jarly a date aa posslbltj and tJio i7>att»r brought to a t«mina^ 
tlon so far at iaaat as your part la concernod* I am therefore in- 
atfucteiJ to roqu.i«t the Comniaalon to report at its earlleet convunience:

At the hearing three plana wara presented by the city. 

iJy plan Ho, 1, the streets were to ba ralseil five feet, and thg 
railroad tracr; depreasod flftean fost tor the throe first crosslnKa ^c. 

By plan No. 2, the streets were to be raised thift.tjen feet and the 
railroad depreesod 7 feo^, *C. 

By plan flo. 3, each street was to be raised twenty feet leaving the 
railroad track aa It la. 

Mr. jftllen a Bkillful Civil KnBlhser tTcm Worceater, ae well aa the 
City Bhiiineer, Mr. Slncujn of Sprlnerield, commended plan No. 1, aa by 
all odds the most deal rab lie to pursue. 

The cost of these plans waa aubstanMally the sane and was eatln?at- 
ed by said Englneurs at t 404,212.40. 

Plan No. 1 involved the conatruotion of an Int.ercepti ng aewer oostr 
ing at loaet alxty thousand dollars exclusive of the dswsaos for land 
taken for it. 

It was proposed to have thia aewjr discharged into Mill Brook fJow- 
im over and through preirisea of the United Statsa used for Anrory pur- 
poaea and down Mill Brook through private lands, reeardloaa of whether 
the tjovernment of the United States should aaaunt thereto, tii^d regardless 
of the Statutes' of Massachusottil agalhst the pollution of the streama 
within hor boundaries. "

In that report iue aaid 'it aijpaarod to us thai the inconvenierce 
and tfangdra coonplained of might bo ottvlatad at a conparatlvely spiall ex- 
pansa, by stopping ajj iiassonKer trains within 100 feet of each of the 
crossings mentioned in said p^Jtition* by placinK sv/inijirfi ^ates acrosa 
the highways and railroad at the Wiibraham road crossing, the aoaton 
Road flfosslns and Buy straat road croseirc.' 

And new aJttsr tho lapse of nearly two years, and upon reooRslderlng 
th'i matter, ws boUava in tho reasonablcneaa and in the effort iveness of 
these prooautions if adopted and maintalrjed. 

If these crossings are p<iPi]ous to the public we believe the adop- 
tion of precouMone above sufitiosted v^llJ effectlVEily aeauru safety to 
all hflvmti occasion to uae them. And tho railroad Co. should recognise 
Its duty to adopt theae aafoijuarda a?> once, no iciilBlatlon belhi; neces* 
•ary, aa mlisht havu Imah, had It ieotned d^airablo bo adopt the altemft- 
tiv*j sui^eation of discontinuing the paaaontsoj^ trams north of Armory 
Hill station,
